METHODS OF CLEANING, 


—_—_1___ 
Making Windows, Mirrors and Un- 
sightly Floors Look Well. 

To clean windows dnd mirrors tle up 
some finely powdered whiting in a 
small of muslin and dab it over 
the glass thoroughly. The dirtier the 
giass is the more whiting it will take 
up. Now smear it smoothly with a 
damp rag and when perfectly dry rub 
it off with a lather. If alcohol is used 
instead of water the whiting will dry 
In much less time and the glass re- 
ceive a higher polish. The corners of 
the panes should receive particular at- 
tention. They are often left dirty, 


render it more sightly: Make a thin 
solution of glue and add to every four 
quarts a tablespoonful of alum. Steep 
in the solution newspapers torn into 
shreds. . Press this. mixture into the 
cracks while still warm, and it will be 
found that this homemade papier 
mache will eventually become as hard 
as wood. The floor may now be paint- 
ed or stained if the boards are unspot- 
ted. In case a dark stain or paint is to 
be used add a little coloring matter to 
the glue. ; 

A great many housekeepers are trou- 
bled with the loss of polish from their 
mahogany furniture, particularly the 
piano, over which a thick greasy sub- 
stance seems to settle. The best way 
to remedy this is to wash quickly, a 
small piece at a time, with lukewarm 
water in which a little pure white 
soap has been dissolved. Rinse with 
clear water of the same temperature, 
dry with a soft flannel and polish with 


| the grain of the wood by using a soft 


piece of chamois skin. Only in excep- 
tionally bad cases is it necessary to 
apply a furniture polish, and then care 
must be taken to get a reliable furnt- 
ture dressing: otherwise the delicate 
finish may be ruined.

With these 
ready for use an accident, such as a 
burn or ent, may easily be treated and 
pain spared the yictim. The acid so- 
lution is useful in all cases of injury 
because of its cleansing qualities. If 


j a cut is to be treated the wound 


shoujd first be washed in clear water 
and then dipped in the solution, After 
this paint it with collodion, The latter 
stops the bleeding and serves as a 
varnish to prevent the entrance of 
dirt.

Rt. Hon. R. 8. Haldane Says Britain 


Cannot Take Chances. 
Right Hon. R. B. Haldane, British 


Secretary for.War, has just made the 
following pronouncement on the 
European situation: 


‘For three years past,”’ he said, “I 


have been going up and down the 
country preaching from the text that 
if you wish to make war werlbely, soe 
must prepare yourself against being 
taken unawares. 


.“T hate war, and I wish to avert its 


horrors, but when ret mations ee pil- 
ing up ¢rmaments.it is not safe for us 
7 shut ‘our eyes to the risks. We 
must prepare while there is time to 


P ; 

. “The fault of our country is we 

tio n Nie aheat We are “A Brae ra 
tieal, very energetic, but we do not 
make far-reaching plans or look to 
the possibilities of the future. We 
insure ageinst risks in business and 
we ought to do it in our national life. 


“There hes been too |jttle of that, 


and I desire to impreas on the coun- 
try that we must look ahead if we are 
to be sure. 


“The people of this country should 


meditate on the fact that we are not 
merely the centre of a great Empire, 


but that we heve to police, with what 
I mey call a long-range professional 
army. our dominions across the seas. 

“We want not only a great army, 
but a great navy with the command 


of the sea. Because we are an island 


we should be fools if we neglected the 
defence which thé sea makes possible 
to us. 

“During the last few days there has 
been awakened deep interest in the 
state of the navy. I will only say one 
word about that. The Government is 
determined to preserve the command 
of the sea, 

“The command of the sea must, be 
preserved from the point of view of 
the army as well as the navy ‘tself. 

“No man can say we are never like- 
ly to be invaded, and the more we are 
prepared the less likely is it to oc- 
cur.” -

PReculiarities of the Penquin Puzzles 
Ornitholozists, 


Ornithological puzzles are the pen- 
guins, with their curiously sha 
wings and odd, unbirdlike upright 
carriage. The peculiarities of their 
wings suggest that the penguins are 
descendants of birds which used their 
wings rather than. their legs in the 
pursuit of ‘prey under water, and as 
the struggle intensified between the 
competing individuals the most expert 
at this sort of swimming would get 
the most food and oust their less suc- 
cessful rivals., The winners gained 
advantage over their neighbors in pro- 
portion es their wings improved, as 
swimming organs and, inversely and 
of necessity, became less suited to 
perform the work’of flight. 

In all-other birds the feathers, 
though ‘shed .annually, are more or 
less gradually displaced. But in the 
penguins the new feathers all start 
into being. at the same time and 
thrust out the old feathers upon their 
tips, so that these come away in great 
flakes.

PRESERVED GINGER. 
Bome Ways of Using This East indian 
Preserved ginger is one of thore del- 
feacies which might oftener be used 
for culinary purposes than js the case, 
There are. many delightful dishes in 
connection with which it may sult- 
ably be employed, while numerous 
Others Into the composition of which 
it does not actually enter, ih them- 
selves perhaps of a sonrewhat insipid 
nature, are gredtiy enhanced in fla- 
vor by being served with a dish of 
preserved ginger or with a ginger fla- 
vored sauce, - Ginger junket is one of 
these dishes, and a mighty easy and 


| dainty little dessert it is, to be sure. 


GINGER APPLES. 


To make the junket slightly warm'a 
pint of new milk, taking care that it 
does not get really hot. Blood heat is 
sufficient. Sweeten to taste, a teaspoon- 
ful of powdered sugar being enough 
for most people, and sprinkle in a 
pinch of ground ginger. On removing 
from the fire add a teaspoonful of ren- 
net. Pour into custard cups or into 
a large glass dish. When firm gar- 
nish the top with a few slices of pre- 
served ginger, and with it send to 
tcvle a dish of the same, A little 
“ginger” may be introdviced into a 
plain pudding by using the follow- 
ing sauce: Beat the whites of one 
or two eggs to a very stiff froth 
and add a gill of whipped cream, 
a tablespoonful of chopped ginger and 
a sufficient quantity of the sirup to 
flavor strongly. Ginger apples, too, 
are delicious to serve for luncheon or 
Sunday evening supper. To makr 
them pare and core some good pippins 
and fill the cavity left in the center 
of each apple with na spoonful of chop- 
ped preserved ginger. Stand them in 
a fireproof dish and pour over them a

Competitions shall be confined to fielda 
of wheat or oats, or both, provided sepa- 
rate prize lists are offered for each, 

Fields entered for competition shall 
consist of ten acres in a block and shall 
be situated in’ the district. tributary .to 
the headquarters of the Agricultural So- 
ciety with which entry is made, 

Bach competitor shall enter’ with one 
Agricultural Society only and must be a 
member of that Society. _ 

Each competitor shall be allowed to 
make one entry only in each class. 

Each competitor shall pay an entry 
fee of 82 to the secretary when making 
entry, 

The awards will be made by judges 
supplied by the Seed Branch Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, and accord- 
ing to the following-or a similar scale’ of 
points: 

Suitability of variety 10 points. 

Freedom from weeds 25 points. 

Freedom from other varieties and oth- 
er Kinds of grain 20 points. 

Freedom from attack from smut, tues, 
and inseéts 15 points.
